Th e 
voice of th e Negro was th e call 
to action but it’s a tribute to 
America th at, once aroused, 
th e courts and th e Cwgress, th e 
p resident and most of th e p eo­ 
p le, h ave been th e allies of 
p n^ress.” 


MR. JOHNSON didn’t ex p lain

“To th is m l equal op p ortun­ 
ity is essential, but not enough , 
not enough . Men and women of 
all 
races 
are bom with th e 
same range of abilities. But abil­ 
ity is not just th e p roduct of 
birth . 
Ability 
is stretch ed or

with , and th e neigh borh ood y ou 
live in — by th e sch ool y ou go 
to, and th e p overty or tl4 rich ­ 
ness of y our surroundings.

WASHINGTON 
Th e Sup reme Court h anded 
down some h istoric decisions in 
th e 1964-65 term ending Mon­ 
day but escap ed th e torrential 
abu.se oi oth er y ears for a sim­ 
p le reason. 
It did not p oke around much 
in th e h igh ly sensitive fields of 
religion and p olitics. Th us, with 
no new logs on th e fire, all th e 
talk of curbing th e court or 
undoing its decisions once more 
got nowh ere. 
Again th is court, as it h as 
since Ch ief Justice Earl Warren 
took h is seat in 1954, continued 
to broaden its p rotection of indi­ 
vidual righ ts and liberties Yet. 
th e range of its work was wide. 
Here were some of its most 
memorable actions: 
In th e first test of th e 1964 
Civil 
Righ ts 
Act, 
th e 
court 
up h eld th e p ublic-accommoda­ 
tions section requiring restau­ 
rants and motels to serve all 
races if th e restaurants’ cus­ 
tomers or food move in inter­ 
state commerce. 
Two y ears ago th e court, ex - 
tendmg 
constitutional 
p rotec­ 
tions to state criminal trials, 
said a defendant h ad a righ t to 
an attorney in all key stages of 
th e p roceedings. 
Th is y ear th e court ex tended 
th is by ruling a defendant in 
such a trial h ad a righ t to face 
and question witnesses against 
h im. 
Th e court barred state judges 
and 
p rosecutors 
from 
com­ 
menting to juries if a defendant 
— ex ercising h is constitutional 
righ t to say noth ing — refused 
to take th e stand in h is own de­ 
fense 
But th e court also decided a 
defendant's constitutional righ t 
to trial by jury does not include 
th e righ t to demand a trial with ­ 
out jury in a criminal case wh en 
eith er th e p rosecutor or judge 
does not agree

decisions came Monday wh en 
th e court th rew out th e convic­ 
tion of Billie Sol Estes on a Tex ­ 
as swindling ch arge because h is 
trial was televised. 
“A defendant on trial for • 
sp ecific crime,” th e court said, 
“is entitled to h is day in court, 
not in a stadium or a city or a 
nationwide arena Trial by tele­ 
vision is th erefore foreign to our 
sy stem” 
But some justices indicated 
th is is not th e last word on tele­ 
vised trials. 
And th e court in effect up h eld 
th e California Sup reme Court in 
overturning th e conviction of a 
convict, wh o .stabbed a fellow- 
p risoner to death , because th e 
confession used again.st h im was 
taken by officers wh o did not 
advise h im of h is righ t to an 
attorney and h is righ t to stay 
silent 
In 1962 and 1964 th e court 
created a p olitical revolution by 
its reap p ortionment 
decisions 
wh ich said election to th e U S. 
House of Rep resentatives and 
both h ouses in a state legisla­ 
ture must be made more demo­ 
cratic by giving all voters an 
equal voice. Th e court didn’t 
add to th em th is y ear. It just 
stood p at. 
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Same Old Reliable Breed 


We now add James A. McDivitt and 
Edward H. White to a lengthening list of 
U.S. space heroes. 
We add at the same time another foot­ 
note to the history these men and their 
predecessors are writing with their sensa­ 
tional accomplishments. 
The footnote goes like this: 
“Let it be noted in connection with pop­ 
ular adulation of this new breed of ‘avia­ 
tors’ that even though they bore a new 
name— astronauts—they were not a new 
breed of Americans. 
“They were the same old reliable breed 
that had broken every trail and overcome 
hardships on every frontier. What they 
were doing in the early days of space 
exploration was different only in name 
from what they had done in all prior 
generations. 
“ In their blood was mingled the strains 
of adventurous ancestors from all parts 


of the Old World. Thev possessed the 
same characterLstics of humor, ingenuity, 
matters of factness and empiric philoso­ 
phy that had characterized the composite 
American for generations. 
“ Unlike their contemporaries in Russia, 
who had stolen a march on them in 
space exploration by an ironic twist of 
past-World War ll events that found de­ 
feated Germans lending their scientific 
talents to a Russian rocket triumph, the 
Americans had been bom and reared in 
an environment of machinery. They were 
doing what came naturally. 
‘ Their ability to catch up and maintain 
a creditable showing in the face of both 
scientific and political odds left no doubt 
that in time they would move far ahead. 
“They gave Americans much to be 
proud of at a moment in this great na­ 
tion’s life when it was feeling the heavy 
responsibility of its position in the world.’’ 


Innovation Without Preparation 


Sen. Dirksen of Illinois, who sometimes 
seems like evrybody’s favorite for senator 
of the decade, made a quick recovery 
from shock after learning that Republi­ 
cans in the House were planning to send 
a diplomatic mission to France. 
His first incredulous, 
“Are you kid­ 
ding?’’ was neutralized bv a later explana­ 
tion that he hadn t understood what the 
mission was designed to do 
It is designed to give members of the 
House Republican Conference a pipeline 
first-hand 
information 
about 
Franco- 
Ameriean relations and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
If it works, it will enable Republicans 
to propose alternative policies w'hen ques­ 
tions arising in these two fields of gov­ 
ernment responsibility cause the Johnson 
administration to make policy decisions. 


REPUBLICANS who will go to Pans 
to find out for themselves what is going 
on with NATO and President de Gaulle 
have State Department consent, and will 
be briefed officially before they start their 
mission. 
There Is precedent for the trip in the 
fact foreign governments routinely make 
contacts with both presidential candidates 
in election years and that the nominal 
leader of the minority party customarily 
drops in to see heads of state when 
traveling abroad 
But custom and routine to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding, a mission repre­ 
senting the House Republican Conference 
Is such a radical departure that its moves 
will be watched with deep skepticism. 
How will its members skate on the 
thin ice of the constitutional monopoly 
granted to the executive branch of the 
government on diplomatic negotiations. 
How will 
they keep from violating 
the spirit of the I/>gan Act making it 
a crime for any private citizen to con­ 
duct foreign policy negotiations? 


TO BE SURE, members of the House 
of Representatives are a cut above pri­ 
vate citizens Rut they are not senators, 


whose advice and consent must be ob­ 
tained for certain diplomatic procedures. 
Nor are they officially appointed congres­ 
sional investigators? 
They are members of Congress, nothing 
more. 
They are pioneers in a project that 
might fit into the pattern of a shadow 
government, if the United States had 
adopted the British practice of keeping 
a minority party ready to take over the 
government on a few days’ notice. But 
no one ever said anything about a shadow 
government. 
Sen 
Dirksen had every reason to be 
Astonished 
The House Republican Con­ 
ference is undertaking an innovation with­ 
out having prepared the public mind 
for the new idea. 
It hadn’t even prepared its own most 
popular spokesman. 


Safer People 


Between Memorial Day weekend and 
Independence Day weekend is a good time 
to think about auto carnage. 
Almost as many Americans will be kill­ 
ed in auto accidents this year as were kill­ 
ed in World War I and as many drivers, 
passengers and pedestrians will be in­ 
jured — I 8 million — as the total of 
all U. S. fighting men Injured in all the 
wars of the 20th century. 
The auto is the fourth leading cause 
of death in the population as a whole, 
the leading cause among persons from 
5 to 29 years old 
Highways have been improved signifi­ 
cantly. So have autos The next and cer­ 
tainly the most important drive must be 
made in improving people, and this is 
not going to be as easy as improving 
highways and cars. 
To this day. only half the motorists 
whase cars are equipped with seat belts 
use them regularly. It Is a demonstrable 
fact that thousands of lives could be 
saved if all motorists protected them­ 
selves with seat belts. 


Down On The Farm 


Moments of truth are hitting U S com­ 
placency with dreary regularity these last 
few months. 
One moment of truth first hit Florida 
last winter when growers sent up dis­ 
tress signals because migrant farm labor 
from outside the country had been cut 
off by a congressional decision 
It had made sense to legislators not 
to permit outside labor to come to this 
country when inside labor was looking 
for jobs But what makes sense to legisla­ 
tors doesn’t always make sense else­ 
where 
California had no available substitutes 
for the Mexican braceros who harvested 
its crops New Jersey wondered where it

President Johnson has made 
perhaps

speech any politician has ever 
made. Indeed, his address was

Star In speaking at Howard Un­ 
iversity last Friday night, the 
President blamed almost every­ 
thing on the white population, 
praised the Negroes for their 
demonstrations, and. in effect, 
gave 
them the signal to go 
ahead with more of the same. 
Mr Johnson spoke approving­ 
ly of revolutions throughout the 
world and said that on every 
continent men “reach for new 
weapons” so that they may at­ 
tain freedom He then applied 
the concept of revolution to this 
country, as he said: 
“ But nothing, in any country, 
touches us more profoundly, and 
nothing is more freighted with 
meaning for our own destiny, 
than the revolution of the Negro 
American.......... 
“Heroically, 
the 
American 
Negro — acting with impressive 
restraint — has peacefully pro­ 
tested and marched, entered the 
courtrooms and the seats of gov­ 
ernment, demanding a justice 
that has long been denied The 
voice of the Negro was the call 
to action but it’s a tribute to 
America that, once aroused, 
the courts and the Congress, the 
president and most of the peo­ 
ple. have been the allies of 
progress” 


MR. JOHNSON didn’t explain 
why it was necessary- to arouse 
passions which sometimes in­ 
cited violence and why debate 
and discussion in the public 
forums 
and 
the persuasive 
powers of free men were made 
quale or ineffective to sway the 
courts or the Congress or tile 
president. 
The President hinted that the 
demonstrations 
hadn t 
y e t 
achieved all that they may in 
the future. He said 
“ But freedom is not enough. 
You do not wipe away the scars 
of centuries by saying now. you 
are free to go where you want, 
do as you desire and choose the 
leaders you please. You don’t 
take a person who. for years, 
has been hobbled by chains and 
liberate him. bring him up to 
the starting line of a race and 
then say ‘you are free to com­ 
pete with all the others.’ a n d 
still justly believe you have been 
completely fair 
“Thus ifs not enough to open 
the gates of opportunity. All our 
citizens must have the ability to 
walk through those gates. This 


is the next and the more pro­ 
found stage of the battle f o r 
civil rights. 
“ We seek not just freedom but 
opportunity We seek not j u s t 
legal equity but human ability— 
not just equality as a right and 
a theory, but equality as a fact 
and equality as a result.......... 
“To this end equal opportun­ 
ity is essential, but not enough, 
not enough Men and women of 
all 
races 
are bom with the 
same range of abilities. But abil­ 
ity Is not just the product of 
birth. 
Ability 
is stretched or 
stunted by the family you live 
with, and the neighborhood you 
live in — by the school you go 
to. and the poverty or the rich­ 
ness of your surroundings. 
“ It s the product of a hundred 
unseen forces playing upon the 
infant, the child and finally the 
man” 


THE PRESIDENT went on to 
say that “Negro poverty is not 
white poverty" and the differ­ 
ences 
are 
not 
“ racial dif­ 
ferences’’ but that “ they a r e 
solely 
and 
simply the con­ 
sequence of ancient brutality, 
past injustice and present preju­ 
dice" He said 
“ Perhaps mast important—its 
influence radiating to every part 
of life — is the breakdown in the 
Negro family structure 
“ For tins. most of all. white 
America must accept responsi­ 
bility. 
It 
flow-s 
from 
cen­ 
turies of oppression and perse­ 
cution of the Negro man 
It 
flows from the long years of de­ 
gradation 
and 
discrimination 
which have attacked his dignity 
and assaulted his ability to pro­ 
duce for his family ” 
The President also declared 
that 
“ unemployment 
strikes 
most swiftly and broadly at the 
Negro’ ’ and that blighted hope 
brings despair which in turn 
produces “ indifference to learn

said that despair 
coupled 
with 
indifference

often "the source of destructive 
rebellion against the fabric of 
society.” He added: 
“Thirty-five years ago (1930) 
the rate of unemployment fci 
Negroes and whites was about 
the same Today the Negro rate 
is twice as high.” 


IS THIS the result of the 
hatred and bigotry and discrim­ 
ination arising in the last few 
years° Mr Johnson says further 
that "in 1948 the 8 per cent un­ 
employment 
rate 
for Negro 
teen-age boys was actually less 
than that of whites” and that 
“ by last year it had grown ta 
23 per cent, as against 13 prf 
cent for whites unemployed ”

Court Escapes Abuse

WASHINGTON 
The Supreme Court handed 
down some historic decisions in 
the 1964-65 term ending Mon­ 
day but escaped the torrential 
abuse of other years for a sim­ 
ple reason 
It did not poke around much 
in the highly sensitive fields of 
religion and politics Thus, with 
no new logs on the fire, all the 
talk of curbing the court or 
undoing its decisions once more 
got nowhere. 
Again this court, as it has 
since Chief Justice Earl Warren 
took his seat in 1954, continued 
to broaden its protection of indi­ 
vidual rights and liberties Yet, 
the range of its work was wide 
Here were some of its most 
memorable actions 
In the first test of the 1964 
Civil 
Rights 
Act. 
the 
court 
upheld the public-accommoda- 
tions section requiring restau­ 
rants and motels to serve all 
races if the restaurants' cus­ 
tomers or food move in inter­ 
state commerce 
Two years ago the court, ex­ 
tending 
constitutional 
protec­ 
tions to state criminal trials. 
said a defendant had a right to 
an attorney in all key stages of 
the proceedings 
This year the court extended 
this by ruling a defendant in 
such a trial had a right to face 
and question witnesses against 
him 
The court barred state judges 
and 
prosecutors 
from 
com­ 
menting to juries if a defendant 
— exercising his constitutional 
right to say nothing — refused 
to take the stand rn his own de­ 
fense 
But the court also decided a 
defendant's constitutional right 
to trial by jury does not include 
the right to demand a trial with­ 
out jury in a criminal case when 
either the prosecutor or judge 
does not agree 
Od* of th* most sensational 


decisions came Monday when 
the court threw out the convic­ 
tion of Billie Sol Estes on a Tex­ 
as swindling charge because his 
trial was televised. 
“A defendant on trial for * 
specific crime” the court said, 
“is entitled to his day in court, 
not in a stadium or a city or * 
nationwide arena Trial by tele­ 
vision is therefore foreign to our 
system ” 
But some justices indicated 
thus is not the last word on tele­ 
vised trials. 
And the court in effect upheld 
the California Supreme Court in 
overturning the conviction of a 
convict, who stabbed a fellow- 
prisoner to death, because the 
confession used against him was 
taken by officers who did not 
advise him of his right to an 
attorney and his right to stay 
silent 
In 1962 and 1964 the court 
created a political revolution by 
its 
reapportionment 
decisions 
which said election to the US 
House of Representatives and 
both houses in a state legisla­ 
ture must be made more demo­ 
cratic by giving all voters an 
equal voice 
The court didn’t 
add to them this year It just 
stood pat
